SUBMARINES. STILL ACTIVE 


With Less. ‘Success. Than’ at 
‘Start—Foresees Losses. for 
Us in’ fects shag Army. 


LONDON, Feb; 1; (Assoctated Preas.) 

—‘The submarine is held.’ Thus in 
four words Sir Eric Campbell Geddes, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, ‘ today 
summarized the results of the first yéar 
of Germany’s unrestricted submarine 
warfare, which began Feb. 1, a year 
azo. 

A measure of its failure, he added to 
the correspondent, was found in the fact 
that the sinking:of merchant ships now 
had been reduced to a level lower than 
before Germany cast aside all restraint. 

‘‘T- am’ an optimist regarding. .the 
U-boat war,” said Sir Eric. ‘‘ The sub- 
marine, restrained and unrestrained, has 
been -met-and has not proved. invincible. 
‘Iam inclined to:think that now—since I 
made my last public statement, “.We are 
sinking submarines as fast as Germany 
can build them ’—my ‘curves’ are all 
good, and I cannot foresee any -way in 
which the situation can be changed ex- 
cept. for the better. 
’ “The sooner the better is now the 

allied-navy’s aim. But—you_see, there 
is still a but, and it is a very important 
one—we must have more ships if we are 
able to turn this German failure into a 
positive allied victory. ‘The submarine 
destruction of the world’s tonnage ‘is not 
a big percentage of the whole, but. the 
submarine destruction still exceeds the 
production of ships, and meantime the 


demands for tonnage are incepading by seis. 


leaps and bounds. 

3 America’s. participation in the war 
must inevitably make large demands on 
merchant shipping.

ITALIAN HEADQUARTERS... IN 
NORTHERN ITALY, Jan. 31, (delayed,) 
(Associated Press,)—The splendid. suc- 
cess gained by the Italian troops in 
two days of fighting west of the Brenta 
River has been maintained at all points, 
and the area of newly . occupiéd terri- 
tory is being organized rapidly without

democracies comprising «the  Entente, 
seems to be well-nigh insoluble, allied 
Europe views with apprehension the pro- 
posed: curtailment of the: power of Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

The Chamberlain: bill for a. war cabi- 
net is discussed here in accents ‘of 
alarm. While under its terms she Presi- 
dent’s ultimate powers would be undis- 
turbed, the associatton of ‘other offi- 
cials With him on a néarly equal foot- 
ing might, it is felt, have a subtle and 
far-reaching effect ‘upon his initiative 
and will. 

In-the midst of the confusion growing 
out of! separated .councils and diffused 
authority, Washington ‘has furnished “a 
valuable stabilizing influence. .Of late 
the whole war situation. has found its 
centre of gravity in the White House. 

President Wilson’s personal qualities 
of vision, coolness, fearlessness, and 
mastery of expression, “combined with 
the absolute power with which the Con- 
stitution clothes his office in time of 
war, have in recent months fixed the 
real headquarters of allied political 
strategy in Washington. 

In the meanwhile local troubles else- 
where have given added point to the 
Washington leadership. In each allied 
capital there have been outbreaks pecu- 
liar to those democracies which are not 
safeguarded ‘for war times as in Amer- 
ice, where people temporarily but:firm- 
ly.. delegate. practically. full power to 
the head of the Government. 

In France the power that is not con- 
ferred by the Constitution, it seems, is 
being furnished in sufficient measure 
for present purposes by ‘the intrepid 
Clemenceau, who is coping with a most 
difficult situation, 

Just now the Caillaux case is some- 
what elusive. I heard a French states- 
man put. the matter: 

“Dr. Clemenceau has got the patient 
on the operating table and has opened 
him up, but has not yet been able to’ 
find the appendix.’’ 

British Rift That Aids the Kaiser. 


London has recently developed a most 
distressing and dangerous. controversy, 
splitting the country into two, opposing 
camps. It is a controversy which, being 
local: and editorial, violated no censor- 
ship rule, but its abuse of a free press 
is unjust to’she common cause. The 
utterances ofthe Prime Minister. and 
the policy of the Northcliffe press have 
aroused military partisans to. a. fear, of 
changes in the high command and a 
quarrel of huge proportions has resulted. 

There could be no better tonic for sick’ 
Kaiserism. Whatever may be the merits 
of the controversy, it is lamentable that 
the. civil authority; whose paramountcy 
should be nara at all times, is -tem- 

ily impair 

PiThe eas aa made. popular idols of 
the military heads, and ‘\t ee A could not 
be suddenly overthrown,,. atever the 
necessities might be. -In the face of 
popular. feeling the appointment of-a 
generalissimo to: command the allied 
armies against the prospective Teuton 
offensive would cause an earthquake in 
Great Britain\{though, if it were politi- 
eally possible to make’ such -a bold 
stroke. -It would not only unify and 
solidify allied military resistance on all 
fronts, but also its reaction in Englahd 
would ultimately be wholesome, 

The British are a singular people, and 
though profoundly proud, take punish- 
ment gamely. They have a -boundless 
capacity for that humility which puri- 
fies the -heart without touching self- 
respect. 

While ‘the controversy; now distract- 
ing Great Britain, bewilders the public 
and prevents the maturing of the com- 
mon judgment which, under the British 
system, is the mainspring of all govern- 
mental action, the chief mischief ern be 
elsewhere than in England. 

Conditions are far worse in Germ 
and are making it increasingly difficult 
psd the military party to hold the mas-

strengthen the hands of von Tirpitz 
and “Frindenburg; and according to the 
more credible of the opposing sorts of 
advices from Germany comes to them.

Observers on Our Sector Report 
the Germans Are Becom- 
ing Jumpy.

When the artillery fire ceased no .Ger- 
mans were visible. There was no aerial 

activity use of the fog. 

Three casualties. were reported. Two 
were Catned by. accidental bullet wounds 
and. one by shell fire. 

Observers report that the Germans are 
becoming nervous and: jumpy. This is 
indicated especially -by hs number of 
flares sent up last night.

Labor Leader and former member of 
the War | Cabinet, who ‘as a member of 
the.

“ The temper of the workmen is most 
dangerous. The unyielding attitude of 
the Government is bringing the: country 
to the verge of industrial révolution, and 
unless a more just and reasonable. atti- 
dude is adopted’ I am seriously appre- 
hensive that ‘an irreparable. break be- 
tween .an important. section of indus- 
trial labor and the Government. will 
result.”’ 

After reviewing the question at issue— 
the opposition of the engineers. to the 
Man Power bill, which Mr. Henderson 
desired them to abandon—and declaring 
that the engineers were merely asking 
a continuation of the procedure insti- 
tuted ‘by Premier Lloyd George himself, 
Mr. Henderson said:

SAYS HENNIG BOASTED 
GERMANS WOULD WIN 
Naval Intelligence Bureau Attache 
Tells. of Conversations with 
: Man Accused of Treason. 


‘United States ‘District Attorney ..Mel- 
ville J. France, who is conducting the 
prosecution of Paul Hennig, on trial in 
the United States District Court in 
Brooklyn, charged with treason, closed 
his case yesterday. Arthur K. Wing, 
counsel for Hennig, made a motion to 
dismiss the indictment on the. ground 
that the Government had failed to prove 
its case. Judge Thomas I. Chatfield 
denied the motion: 

Charles Robert Harrigan, 19 years of 

age, who talks with a German accent, 
was the last witness for the prosect- 
tion.. He was born in New York City 
of an Iftish father and a’ German moth- 
er. His father died, and when he was 
12 years old his mother-took him to 
Germany, where he stayed until April, 
1917. While in Germany he worked at 
the Krupp plant at Essen. After war 
was declared he came to this country, 
was attached. to the Naval Intelligence 
Bureau, and was assignéd to watch 
Paul Hennig: The latter, the witness 
testified, said to him: 
“The American people were monkeys 
to declaré war on the Kaiser. Wé Ger- 
mans will stick with our Fatherland as 
long as we live, and Germany will win 
the. war. The Americans are poor 
fighters, and when they get to the front, 
with their white collars and brown 
shoes, they will certainly get a good 
beating.’' 

Mr. Wing, in his opening address, said

diary who was familiar with the plant. 
The loss was about $300,000. 

A four-story brick building about 150 
feet square was destroyed by’ the fire. 
In it was a stock 6f fine wire’ to be 
used in the making of wireless appar- 
atus,' testing machinery for: rifles, can- 
non, shrapnél shells; and other muni- 
tions, A set of intricate machinery that 
Was employed in the testing of the 
wires was also destroyed, and Frank 
L. Driver, President of the company, 
said that the machinery could. not be 
replaced for months becauge of thé de- 
mand for delicate testing apparatus. 
The output of the plant will be af- 
fected by the loss of its ‘testing ma- 
‘cinery, although officials said that they 
had an alternate set of machinery that 
r would’ enable the testing of a lmited 
output, f 

Mrs. Frank Biem, who lives in ‘Rail- 
road Avenue, near the. wire plant, told 
the police yesterday that shé had seen 
a man walking about on the roofs of the 
buildings about an hour hefore she was 
awakened by the fire. hen she saw 
the man she went out-to give an alarm, 
but she said she was unable to find a’ 
policeman. The police and Federal 
agents examined the list of employes 
who hed left the wire works recently, 
after Mr. Harris had told them the 
incendiary must have been familiar with 
the plant or he would have been unable 
to have reached the laboratories in the 
dark. 
Although the “company has had no 
contracts from ‘the Government, it had 
been furnishing large amounts of deli- 
cate wires to gun and shell works en- 
gaged in making munitions for the Al- 
lieg. It will be ‘several weeks, it was 
said, before the normal: output can be 
manufactured, although the company 
will attempt to retain at ether work 
the. 125 employes who Nad been. em- 
ployed in the testing laboratories. 
About 1,000 men are employed in the 
plant, and a night shift was working 
when the fire was discovered. They 
turned out to prevent the spreading. of 
the flames, and four companies of ap- 
paratus from Newark responded to a 
call for assistance. The floors of the 
building coHapsed and one of the walls 
fell, endangering the lives of ten fire- 
men. The wire works is the centre of 
a series of factories‘engaged in the 


making of munitions, Among them are 
plants of the General Electric.

WOMAN POLICE DEPUTY

PERMITS NO _ EXEMPTIONS 


All Male» Subjects bf the German 
Empire 14 Years Old and Up- 
ward aainsub to. Enroll.

. WASHINGTON, Feb.. 
tration’ of German alien enemies in the 
United: States will begin next Monday 
and ‘will continue throughout the week. 
There will be no exemptions tnd no €x- 
ceptions made. .In antictpation of the 
registration . Attorney General Gregory 
today authorized this statement: 

“ Details incident to the ‘registration 
of German alien. enemies as prescribed’ 
by, the President’s proclamation of Nov. 
16 have been completed and assurances 
of co-operation have been obtained from 
all of the various agencies which have 
been requested to aid in the work: The 
registration will begin on Feb. 4 and be 
continued through Feb. 9. 

“ Article 1, Paragraph 1, of the reg- 
ulations prepared by the Department, 2f 
Justice, stipulating those who will be 
required to register, reads: 

“* All natives, citizens, denizens, or 
subjects of the German Empire or of the 
Imperial _German, Government, being 
males of the age of 14 years and up- 
ward, who are within the Umited States 
and not actually naturalized as Ameri- 
can citizens, are required,to register as 
alien enemies.’ 

“The definition of alien -enemy as 
given in Article 2 of the regulations is: 

‘“*The term “alien enemy” as at 
present defined by statute (U. S, Rev. 
Stat. 4067) includes all natives, citizens, 
denizens, or subjects of'a foreign nation 
or government with which war has been 
declared, being males of the age of 
fourteen years and upward who shall be 
within the United States and mot actual-: 
ly naturalized as: American citizens,’ 


Women Are Exempt. 
‘The’ following applications of this 


‘definition have been made by the De- 


partment of Justice: 
“*. Females are not alien enemies 
within the present statutory definition. 
“<2. A male, irrespective of the citi- 
zenship of his parents, born or natur- 


alized in the United States and subject 
to the jurisdiction tnereof, is ndt an 
alien Trey unless 

* (A) Such a male born in the United 
States has become naturalized in or 
taken an cath of allegiance to any for- 
eign country against which war has 
been declured. 

* (B) A male so naturalized has, sub- 
sequent to his naturalization in the 
United States, become naturalized in or 
sworn ailegiance to a country agairzist 
which war has been declared. 

“3. A male native, citizen, denizen, 
or subject .of a foreign nation or Gov- 
ernment’ with which war has been de- 
clared is an alien enemy, even though 
he has declared his intention to become 
a citizen of the United Statés by taking 
out first _papers of naturalization, or 
has been. partly. or compietely natural- 
ized in any .country oiher than. the 
United States. 

‘4. Naturalization of. alieri enemies: 
¢annot be completed during the period 
of the war .(U. S. Rev, Stat., 217i); 
unless possi where, (courts here -dif- 
tering,) application for second or final 
papers of nagur tig¢n was made or 
ageeptga prior to: declaration of war. 
(Note.—Proclamation~ of war against 
Germany, ae 6, 1917.) - 

A male child born in a country. 
against which war. has been declared, 
of a father who was at the time of 
such child’s birth a native, citizen, den- 
zen, or subject of such hostile nation 
or Government, is not an alien enemy’ 
if his father was naturalized as an 
page citizen while such child was 

minor, provided that such minor 
child began permanently to: reside with- 
in the -United States before reaching 
his majority. 

“6. A male child born “in a country 
against which war has been declared, 
of a father who was at the time of such 
child’s birth an American citizen. and 
there temporarily residing, is not an 
alien. enemy. 

Take Stepfather’s Citizenship. 

“fy The marriage of an alien widow 
to an American citizen during the mi- 
nority of her children naturalizes as 
American citizens such of her minor 
children as are dwelling in the United’ 
States at the time of said marriage. 

‘*8. If the second or subsequent hus- 
band of an alien widow becomes nat- 
uralized as apn American citizen the 
minor children of*such widow residing 
permanently in the United States at 
the time of the naturalization of such 
husband are thereby naturalized «as 
American citizens, 

“9. ‘The naturalization as an Ameri- 
ean citizen of the .widow ‘of an alien 
naturalizes as American citizens -her 
minor children residing permanently 
within the United States at the time of 
her naturalization. 

“10. Males born .in or residing as 
German subjects in Alsace-Lorraine sub- 
sequent to May 10, 1871, and now dwell-, 
ing .within the United States, are alien 
enemies unless naturalized as American 
citizens. 

**11. Males born in- or residing ,as 
German subjects in Schleswig-Holstein 
subsequent to Aug. 23, 1866, and now 
dwelling within the United States, are 
alien. enemies unless naturalized as 
American citizens. 

‘* The-department has refused to grant 
exemption from registration to any per- 
son who is a German alien enemy with- 
in the meaning of the law, the Presi- 
a proclamation, or its own regu-

“The regulations peeves that revie- 
tration in wneaicioad ties which had 
the Federal census of 1910 a Scopetation 
of 5,000 or. over will be conducted by 
the local police departments, and take 
place in the various police precincts or 
station houses in those municipalities.

various post offices. 

No fees or gratuities are to be paid 
or given to any registration officer for 
administering the oath or for aoe peer 
service. per +o gy in. connec 
the registration. The rsons cotiuaree 
to register are, by so doing, giving aeons 
of their peaceful dispos tions and 
their intention to conform to ‘the wate 
of the United States.’

THE ITALIAN VICTORY. 

The Italian thrust In the last days of 
January, which caught the Austro- 
Germans napping and cost them 2,500 
prisoners. and a considerable numbér 
of guns, was made in the vicinity of 
the Col del Rosso, the scene of des- 
perate fighting from Dec. 22 to 25, 
which. ended in favor of General von 
HoETzEnDorF, the Teuton commander. 
His claim of 9,000 prisoners may have 
been an exaggeration, since it ema- 
nated from Berlin, where figures are 
sometimes padded for effect; but there 
seems to be no doubt that the Austro- 
Germans captured the heights af Col 
\@el Rosso and Monte Val Bella, These 
peaks jut out of the mountain: wall, 
through which the’ River Brenta 
breaks to flow down to the town of 
Bassano on the plain, which is thé 
Austro-German objective. A railroad 
follows the course of the river, 
and two. fairly good wagon roads 
peraliel it. 

Some ten miles northwest of Bas- 
sano is Valstdgna,.a smaller place. 
The Austro-Germans have expected 
to take Valstagna on thelr way 
down to fhe plains. Mountains rise 
abruptly from the town on the north 
and west, and it can be reached by a 
third road, rough but passable, which 
comes through the gap known as the 
Val Frenzela, a short distance west 
of the Col del Rosao. . The Italians are 
in force on the heights looking directly 
down on Val Frenzela. 

A heavy fall of snow, lasting, two 
or three days, suspended the Austro- 
German offensive as the new: year 
came in. The day before the storm 
broke, the French—this was.on Dec. 
30-—drove the enemy from his posi- 
tions on Monte Tomba, which is on 
the other or eastern side of the Brenta 
and about fifteen miles from the re- 
gion where the Itallans have now sur- 
prised the Austro-Germans in their 
Winter quarters, Monte Temba is 
another summit of the mountain wall 
through which both the Plave and the 
Brenta force a passage. The French 
success, which ylelded 1,400 prisoners, 
halted a gradual advance of the en- 
‘emy toward a junction of two froadg, 
ene of which led to. Bassano and the 
other to. Treviso, ‘a ratlroad centre on 
the plains further south. 

A mental picture of the terrain in 
which the opposing armieés are oper- 
ating does not. require much concen- 
tration. ‘The Italian line faces north 
and extends from the railroad on the 
bank of the Piaye to and beyond a 
point south of Asiago, which place is 
ten miles west of the Brettta, and fur- 
ther on to the Adige. In the moun- 
tain wall between the Brenta, and the. 
Piave there are at. least four passes, 
but not one of them carries a road 
which could be used’ for artillery and 
wagon trains. Just west of the Brenta, 
however, there is another pass aval]. 
able for, military operations besides the 
Frenzeja; it is the Gadena; but the 
first, with its road straight down. ‘to 
Valstagne, would be more serviceable 
to the Austro-Germans. Their offen- 
sive contemplated the seizure of the 
heights on both sidés of the Val Fren- 
zela, and as they have the heavier 
artillery they must ‘have andthema+ 
tized the bliuzdrd that came to the 
relief of the Italians and their allies. 

A bulletin from Rome places thé new.

It is doubtful if the people of any 
country in any war evér° were more 
“whble-héartedly back of their Govern- 
ment than the American people are 
back of their Government in this war. 

Books written with the praiseworthy 
intention of stimulating ‘patriotism 
dwell so eloquently on the bright side 
and slide so hurriedly over the dark 
side that we picture our past wars a8 
splendid and all but unanimous up- 
risings of our péople, with never a 
voice of dissent that was not ~hastily 
stifled. It is not so. This war stands 
out among them for its display of 
American ‘solidarity. 

“Of grumbling there is little or 
none, -of opposition there is none,” 
says Mr, Gangison, but he,adds that 
by opposition he means opposition to 
the war. Not-by prosecuting the war 
to the utmost, only. by failing to 


prosecute the war to the utmost, can }- 


the Government incur the popular 
wrath, The people are not only 
“ whole-heartedly back of their Gov- 
ernment,” but they have whole-heart- 
edly placed themselves in their Gov- 
érnment’s hands. The one thing they 
require of that Government is that it 
shall be ‘as whole-hearted as they.” A 
failure in.that respect, after all ‘they 
have done and are doing, would incur 
such wrath and meet such punishment 
as all our history does not record. 

To be whole-hearted does not mean 
that the Government should feel the 
necessity of victory as urgently as the 
people do, for on that point the people 
have no doubts. To be whole-hearted 
means to have that complete abnega- 
tion of self which the people as a mass 
display; and to abnegate self means 
not only to give up one’s days and 
nights to dévising plans and carrying 
them out, to surrender ease and risk 
health,’but to divest one’s self also 
of all “ haughtiness of spirit, pride of 
opinion,” al) thought of “personal ad- 
vantage or party sdvantag¢é;” and, 
even at the sacrifice of one’s own 
feelings, to sink all such temptations 
and use the surest weapons for -vic- 
tory, whether. they-are proffered by 
unwelcome hands or by the hands of 
old friends. The words we quote ate 


Mr. Garrison’s, but the advice he of- 


fers is the af@vice of the American 
people, unspoken but nevertheless to 


de deciphered unmistakably from their 


mood and spirit.

CONTROL OF NEUTRAL SHIPS. 
While the War Trade Board un- 

doubtedly had in mind Spain's em- 
bargo on supplies bought in that 
country for General Persune’s troops 
when it withheld export licenses from 
six large Spanish sHips at this port; 
two loaded and ready to sail, its action 
probably was due to the character of 
the cargoes, and was required by the 
very severe new export regulations 
adopted two weeks ago. The Board 
says that the cargoes include com- 
modities the shipment of which can- 
not be permitted. And these ships are 
accustomed to call at ports in Mexico. 
Germany’s agents in that country 


‘have bought and stored supplies to be! 


carried across the Atlantic by neutral 
ships. Under the new regulations, our 
Governnient can determine the course 
of a vessel, and thus forbid the-ships 
of Spain’Yo stop at any place where 
such supplies await transportation, By 
its recent agreements, the Board has 
almost closed the deor for exports to 
Germany from the northern European 
neutral countries, and now, if pos- 
sible, it will prevent Germany from 
getting supplies of any kind from this 
part of the world: by way of Spain. 
It is said to be known at Washington 
that submarines have been obtaining

than to insist ‘upon tmpossibilities. 
That will be the practical judgment 
upon the new recommendations,;~ They 
are. admirable as ideals. Everybody 
would like to ‘see the New-York Cen- 
tral tracks taken off the streets, and 
steam abandoned. Everybody would 
like to seé Riverside Park improved 
rather than harmed. Everybody would 
like to see this plan co-ordinated with 
the needs of other portions of the 
port. But nobody yet has succeeded 
in showing how to do what all want 
done. . 

This commission fails worse than 
others, for it has no plan of tts own. 
The difficulties of the situation it 
refers to its successor, with .power to 
dispense with the safeguards of both 
public and private interests toncerned 
in this-important subject. .Those who 
protected Riverside Park at- the cost 
of a terminal now see that they suc- 
ceeded only in throwing open the park 
to damage worse than it was saved 
from. All the powers of State and 
city are to be transferred to the new 
commission, and the present report 
can give no clue as to what may bé 
done by a, successor in no way com- 
mitted by the recommendations now 
made. Few indeed will be gratified 
by this backward progress. Impa- 
tience and weariness will rather 
strengthen procedure under present 
plans, with whatever imperfections, 
than a new departure from nowhere: 
to nowhere. 

Time enough has “passed since 1911

this terminal improvement during the 
bitter weather, which has cost the city 
in. distress more than the terminal 
would have cost in money.

Both the railways and the port are 
now unified as never before. And 
as the necessity of a great Manhattan 
terminal weakens, the conception of 
its desirability is under revision. Man- 
hattan real estate is too high in price 
and too limited in quantity to be given 
up to a great railway terminal, if there 
is an alternative. 

There is a new antagonism between 
thése who have thought that all 
freight cars ought to run over tracks 
into Manhattan and those who think 
that they should, be excluded in the 
interest of higher uses of the space 
for manufacture, trade, and residence. 
This sentiment is strengthened by two 
pending plans, one for store-door de- 
livery of freight and the other for 
yehicular tunnels or bridges rather 
than for reilway. tunnels or bridges. 
The several railways ending at the 
Hudson's banks In New Jersey can 
never have sufficient wagon tracks or 
switching facilities in Manhattan.

The flutes’ and harmonicas might’ be 
worked in relays, to lull the boches to 
sleep in the Argonne, and then used in 
mass to stupefy or palsy them, when our 
boys go “over the top” after their 
scalps. The Italian troops .might do 
some simflar havoc were they fitted out 
with barrel ofgans,- and our colored 
troops: with banjos and bone clappers. 

Please don’t allow this coddling of our 
soldiers. This war is not a joke—not 
yet: I know our men do not want to be 
made ridiculous, even by the best inten- 
tioned men and women. The grand old 
Sanitary Commission of the civil war, 
a noble body of gentle-souled. patriotic 
women, progenitors of the Red Cross or- 
ganization, did not regard us as adult 
boobies; but. they, helped us, and we 
blessed God: for their kindly presence 
and aid, in our Virginia. camps.

Oudry'’s dog pictures aré more 
familiar, but seldom seén in’ such fine 
examples as the two in this-collection. 
One, a pointer and quail, combines solid 
anatomical drawing of the handsome 
beast and a characteristic alertness of 
pose ‘and’expression, with e dainty ce 
in. painting of the wheat and. poppies 
and cornflowérs growing near: him; a 
union of qualities never quite so per- 
fectly achieved as in the France ow the 
eighteenth century.

WILLIAM MELVILLE DEAD. 


Ex-Chlef of Scotland Yard euges: 
in London at 66 Years. . 


LONDON, Feb. 1.—William . Melville, 
ex-Chief of Scotland Yard, died here 
teday. He was born in 1852, a son of 
the late. James Melville of County 
Kerry, Ireland, and entered the Metro- 
politan Police in 1872. He was one of 
the best-known police officersin Europe, 
being especially active in the suppres- 
sion of anarchism. He was the personal 
guard of the late King Edward VII., 
Queen Alexandra, and other members 
of the royal family on Continental tours. 

For many years William Meiville was 
the Chief of the Special Police Service 
of Sgotland Yard, a branch which fills 
the place in England that the United 
States Secret Service occupies in this 
country. Melville walked by the Ger- 
man Emperor's side when the body of 
the late Queen Victoria was bonne from 
Windsor to Fragmore. He also guarded 
the former Czar of- Russia in England, 


and, as the story had‘it, showed him 
the peany side of London. Melvilte was 
a Chevalier of the Order of Dannebors, 
Denmark, and had received the Order 
of Christ, Portugal; the Order of -th.e 
Crown of Italy; was an officer of the 
Legion of Honor, France, a member 
of the’ Spanish Order Isabella 
Catolica.

EXPLAINS EFFECT ON Lone 


Secretary Says Banks Could 
Paper of Concerns Now 
criminated Against. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Secretary Mo- 
Adoo, ina statement to-night, expressed 
belief that if Congress should pass 
his proposed bill creating a half-billion- 
dollar Government corporation to fi- 
nance private enterprises during the war 
the existence of the agency itself would 
go fay toward establishing confidence in 
securities of industries essential to the 
war against which banks now discrim- 
inate in favor of commercial paper. 

“It {s confidently believed that the 


‘mere existence of the machinery. which 


this act would establish,” said Mr. Mc- 
Adoo, “ would of itself maintain confi- 
dénce to such an extent that the aid of 
the corporation, would only in relatively 
few. cases be called for and that the 
banks would be able to take care of the 
requirements of this class of borrowers 
and be ready to do it, knowing that in 
case of heed loans of this character 
would be available for rediscount. 
“The provisions, of the Federal Re- 
serve law which permit member banks 
to rediscount and purchase paper s¢- 
cured by the Government's obligations 
and commercial paper have had the ef- 
fect of driving the banks to discriminate 
against loans on ineligible paper even 


(where such loans were vitally necessary 
‘for war purposes, and in favor of com- 


mercial paper even though of companies | 7. 
whose activities were not related to the 
war, and which might well be curtailed 
during the period of the war. It is be- 
lieved that the proposed bill has been 
wisely and conservatively conceived as a 
war measure to give relief from this 
condition during the period of the war. 
“As a*co to the rovision for 
the extension o creaite 1 pro- 
vides for approval by the ev rarition, 
through a system of licenses, of issues 
of securities, with a view to preventing 
the use of. capital in unnecessary ex- 
penditures duri the period of the war.

new capital and make it availa Ble for 
ay agg loans and essential war pur- 
oses. 
** The proposed license system is in line 
with the act which established the se- 
lective draft. in lieu of a voluntary sys- 
tem of creating an army to win the war.
